EASY  LIVING  OUR 
BIG  PROBLEM  _ 

"We're  still  the  best  living  country 1  in 
the  world  and  that  is  probably  our  major 
problem "  leading  businessman,  John 
Elliott,  told  an  audience  at  a  Young 
Liberals  Lunch  held  late  last  year  at  the 
Club. 

He  added:  "Hawke  got  two  good  years 
by  spending  money  we  hadn  't  earned  and 
introducing  his  wonderful  accord  which 
is  perpetuating  inflation 9 ! 

Mr  Elliott  claimed  our  capital  gains 
tax  was  the  highest  in  the  world  and  our 
company  tax  was  going  up,  whilst 
everywhere  else  it  was  going  down. 

"We  also  have  the  highest  interest 
rates  in  the  world,"  he  added,  "at  a  time 
when  for  the  first  time  in  25  years 
companies  have  the  unused  capacity  to 


enable  them  to  export  around  the 
world ' ! 

Foreigners  would  not  invest  in 
Australia,  he  said  because  it  was  the 
worst  place  to  invest  due  to  high  interest 
rates.  For  the  same  return,  an  Australian 
investment  needed  to  earn  half  as  much 
again  as  an  investment  in  the  UK  or  US, 
and  almost  twice  as  much  as  an 
investment  in  Hong  Kong. 

Tax  was  now  the  major  political  issue, 
he  said,  not  unemployment,  and  if  the 
Liberal  Party  "stick  to  tax,  keep  their 
heads  down  and  don  7  make  mistakes , 
the  Labor  Party  will  destroy  itself ",  he 
predicted. 

Mr  Elliott  was  welcomed  on  behalf  of 
the  Club  and  the  City  of  Sydney  Young 
Liberals. 

Catherine  Cusack,  State  President  of 
the  Young  Liberals,  thanked  him  for  his 
talk.

NEW  RECIPROCAL  CLUBS 

Tattersall’s  members  now  have  two 
additional  clubs  to  use  when  they  go 
overseas. 

In  Scotland,  we  now  have  reciprocal 
rights  with  the  Royal  Northern  and 
University  Club  in  Aberdeen,  and  in 
Singapore  members  now  have  rights  to 
use  the  British  Club. 

The  Royal  Northern  and  University 
Club  is  in  a  traditional  type  of  building, 
with  a  Regency  style  dining  room, 
portraits  by  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  on  the 
walls,  and  has  been  completely 
refurbished  since  1979. 

The  club  caters  for  functions  and  the 
building  is  on  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland's  list  of  buildings  of  special 
architectural  interest. 

It  has  six  single  or  twin  bedded  rooms, 
two  of  them  with  en  suite  bathrooms  and 
English  or  Continental  breakfast  is 
provided. 

The  British  Club,  set  in  “tropical 
splendour"  near  the  summit  of  Bukit 
Tinggi  in  Singapore,  is  in  fact  a  club  for 
all  nationalities,  which  only  obtained  the 
site  for  its  premises  in  1982. 

The  club  has  been  planned  with  a 
family  restaurant,  bars,  a  large 
swimming  pool  suitable  for  competition 
swimming,  a  games  room,  tennis  courts, 
a  ballroom,  a  formal  dining  room,  and 
outdoor  facilities  such  as  picnic  and 
barbecue  areas  and  jungle  walks. 

Norman  Rogers,  who  has  visited  the 
British  Club,  reports  that  there  is  no 
accommodation,  but  that  “it  is  the  best 
club  in  the  world". 


PREMIER  ADDRESSES  CLUB 


State  Premier,  Barrie  Unsworth  got 
stuck  into  the  New  Right  with  a 
vengeance  when  he  spoke  at  Tattersall’s 
Club  Younger  Members’  Luncheon  in 
November. 

The  State  Opposition,  he  claimed,  was 
now  locked  into  New  Right  policies 
“dictated  by  those  who  dictated 
industrial  relations  at  Besco  Batteries". 

New  Right  policies  were  not  widely 
accepted  in  the  community  because  they 
were  “destructive,  not  constructive." 

The  Premier  said  his  own  highest 
priority  was  the  creation  of  more 
employment,  for  which  purpose  a  State 
Development  Council  had  been 
established  to  form  industrial  strategies 
for  the  State. 

He  said  there  was  a  new  realism  in 
industry,  which  was  demonstrated  by 
improved  productivity  on  the  railways 
(elimination  of  guards  on  goods  trains 
and  single  driver  operation  of  the  XPTs) 
and  the  acceptance  of  the  two-tier  wage 
system. 

The  Premier  was  welcomed  to  the  club 
by  the  Chairman,  Tony  McSweeney  and 
thanked  for  his  talk  by  committee 
member,  Ian  Gowrie-Smith,  who  gave 
him  a  copy  of  the  History  of  Tattersalfs 
Club. 

After  the  lunch  the  Premier  was 
pursued  from  the  Club  by  a  battery  of 
Press,  TV  and  radio  reporters,  who 
bailed  him  up  for  more  comments  on  the 
footpath  outside.

Happy  New  Year  to  all  skiers  and  the 
hope  that  1987  will  be  another  good  year 
for  Tattersalls’  skiers.  The  past  year  was 
a  most  successful  one  for  the  sla  club. 
After  several  seasons  of  indifferent  snow 
conditions,  1986  provided  good  skiing 
conditions  throughout  the  season  and  in 
particular  for  the  ski  club  outings  at 
Perisher  and  Thredbo.  Two  ski  club 
office  bearers  —  Anthony  Berkman  and 
Rick  McPhail  were  elected  to  Tattersalls 
Club  Committee  and  the  ski  club’s  “old 
and  bold",  Basil  Phillips,  was  voted 
Sportsman  of  the  Year.

The  committee  will  shortly  be  advising 
the  plans  for  our  1987  season,  you  may 
rest  assured  this  will  be  another  great 
year  for  our  ski  club  —  now  is  a  good 
time  to  have  your  gear  checked  by  your 
local  ski  shop.
